The  front  cover  of  this  program  features  a  screened  reproduction  of  the  bill  that  first  attempted  to  establish  the  University.  Introduced  in  the  State 
General  Assembly  in  1 784  by  William  Sharpe,  the  bill  was  defeated  because  some  legislators  feared  such  an  institution  would  enroll  only  sons  of  the  elite. 
Efforts  continued  and  in  1 789  a  bill  introduced  by  William  Richardson  Davie  was  adopted  by  the  State  Legislature.  Planning  for  University  buildings  and 
financial  support  began  immediately.

Their  per- 
sonal letters  and  diaries  reveal  a 
university  experience  that  often 
differed  from  the  intentions  of 
faculty  members  and  the  expecta- 
tions of  parents.  Rowdy,  young, 
competitive,  fin-loving  students 
have  never  confined  themselves 
exclusively  to  academic  pursuits  at 
Chapel  Hill.  They  have  always 
known  how  to  have  a  good  time. 
But  the  student  vision  of  college 
life  has  also  frequently  challenged 
the  status  quo,  pressing  the 
University  to  live  up  to  its  highest 
standards.  To  hear  the  students 
tell  the  histoiy  of  the  University  is 
to  learn  the  unexpected  —  how  to 
kill  "chinches'  [bed  bugs];  textbook 
bonfires  that  changed  the  cuiTicu- 
lum;  horse  whipping  the  college 
president. "

The  words  of  "Hark  the 
Sound,"  UNC-Chapel HilTs 
alma  mater,  were  written  in 
1891 'by  William  Stan- 
Myers,  a  graduating  senior. 
The  Glee  Club  director  asked 
Myers  to  put  words  to  the  tune 
"Amid, "  and  the  song  was 
first  performed  on  June  2, 
1897,  as  part  of  the  Glee 
Club 's  Commencement  per- 
formance in  Gerrard  Hall. 

Soon  the  song  was  almost 
forgotten.  When  a  University 
quartet  tried  a  few  years  later 
to  remember  the  words,  they 
could  recollect  only  the  first 
verse  and  the  chorus  of  Myers' 
version.  Two  members  of  the 
quartet,  Charles  S.  Mangum 
and  Charles  T.  Woollen, 
added  two  verses  to  the  one 
they  remembered  and  those 
are  the  verses  sung  to  this  day. 
Mangum  later  became  a  pro- 
fessor in  the  School  of 
Medicine,  and  Woollen 
worked  as  the  University's 
business  manager  and  con- 
troller.

education.  After  twenty-six  years  as  a  college  and 
university  president,  he  stands  out  as  a  leader  in 
American  higher  education. 

A  North  Carolina  native,  Hardin  is  the  seventh 
chancellor  of  The  University  of  North  Carolina 
at  Chapel  Hill,  the  nation's  first  state  university, 
which  ends  an  eight-month  observance  of  its 
200th  anniversary  with  today's  Commencement. 

Hardin  came  to  Carolina  in  July  1 988  after 
thirteen  years  as  president  of  Drew  University  in 
Madison,  N.J.,  where  he  earned  a  reputation  for 
being  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  students,  faculty, 
and  staff;  built  a  major  library  complex;  and  started 
a  program  that  made  computers  accessible  to  every 
freshman,  a  first  for  a  U.S.  liberal  arts  school. 

He  was  president  of  Southern  Methodist 
University  in  Dallas,  Texas,  from  1972  to  1974 
and  president  of  Wofford  College  in  Spartanburg, 
S.C.,  from  1968  to  1972.  Except  for  stints  in  the 
U.S.  Army  and  as  a  practicing  lawyer,  Hardin  has 
been  associated  with  college  campuses  since  enter- 
ing Duke  University  at  age  seventeen. 

Since  taking  the  helm  to  lead  the  University 
through  its  Bicentennial,  Hardin  often  has 
reminded  the  Carolina  family  that  in  the  complex 
and  highly  competitive  world  of  public  higher 
education  the  future  belongs  to  schools  that 
command  it  —  not  to  those  waiting  passively. 

To  command  the  future,  Hardin  believes 
Carolina  must  build  new  partnerships,  celebrate 
diversity,  and  remain  passionately  committed  to  its 
time-honored  mission  of  vital  teaching,  cutting- 
edge  research,  and  distinguished  public  service. 
The  chancellor's  personal  goal  is  to  provide  leader- 
ship that  will  keep  Carolina  among  the  nation's 
finest  public  research  universities  in  the  twenty-first 
century.  He  meets  that  challenge  by  combining 
strong  and  thoughtful  leadership  with  a  refreshing 
sense  of  humor  and  a  dynamic  personal  style. 

Hardin  was  instrumental  in  persuading  the 
1991  N.C.  General  Assembly  to  give  the  state's 


public  universities  more  flexibility  to  manage  bud- 
gets and  personnel.  The  chancellor  has  strengthened 
Carolina's  own  internal  planning  and  budgeting 
processes.  In  1990,  Hardin  started  an  intense  year- 
long review  of  the  University's  most  critical  long- 
term  goals  and  strategies  for  reaching  them.  He 
headed  a  panel  of  faculty,  administrators,  and 
students  that  produced  a  1992  report  that  guides 
planning  for  the  University's  third  century. 

Hardin  devotes  much  of  his  time  to  helping 
raise  private  funds  to  ensure  future  excellence 
through  the  Bicentennial  Campaign  for  Carolina, 
the  largest  fund-raising  effort  in  University  history. 
After  exceeding  its  initial  $320  million  goal  in 
March  1994,  sixteen  months  ahead  of  schedule, 
the  campaign  has  set  a  new  $400  million  goal. 

Hardin  will  step  down  as  chancellor  in  June 
1995  after  the  campaign  ends.  Besides  success  in 
fund-raising,  other  hallmarks  of  the  Hardin 
administration  include  making  major  efforts  to 
improve  and  reward  undergraduate  and  graduate 
teaching;  taking  great  strides  forward  in  faculty- 
conducted  research,  leading  to  dramatic  gains  in 
contract  and  grant  funding;  and  strengthening 
training  and  public  service  programs  for  state 
leaders  in  education,  government,  health  care,  and 
other  critical  fields. 

Hardin  is  a  stalwart  advocate  of  diversity  on  a 
campus  that  leads  the  nation  in  the  number  of  black 
faculty  members  holding  endowed  professorships. 
The  chancellor  organized  a  task  force  to  study 
community  and  diversity  on  campus,  appointed  a 
committee  to  advise  him  on  ways  to  improve  race 
relations,  and  asked  trustees  to  honor  pioneering 
black  faculty  by  naming  the  admissions  building 
Blyden  and  Roberta  H.  Jackson  Hall.  He  has 
encouraged  efforts  to  create  a  new  residence  hall 
diversity  program  to  bring  more  black  students 
from  south  to  north  campus;  hire  a  minority  devel- 
opment professional  to  spearhead  fund  raising  for 
student  programs;  and  publish  a  directory  of  initia- 
tives, scholarships,  and  organizations  for  underrep- 
resented  students. 


Improving  American  public  education  is  high 
on  the  chancellor's  personal  agenda.  He  serves 
on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Carnegie 
Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of  Teaching. 

Hardin  remains  a  leading  national  spokesman 
on  higher  education's  most  important  issues, 
including  athletic  reform,  a  career-long  interest. 
A  charter  member  who  recently  was  reappointed 
to  a  rare  second  term  on  the  NCAA  Presidents' 
Commission,  he  closely  monitors  reform  propos- 
als such  as  those  made  by  the  Knight  Foundation 
Commission  on  Intercollegiate  Athletics. 

Many  commission  reform  measures  already 
were  in  place  at  Chapel  Hill,  partly  because  of 
the  faculty's  1990  call  for  local,  conference,  and 
national  changes.  Hardin  vigorously  supported 
faculty  proposals  and  advances  his  own  reform 
initiatives  in  discussions  with  colleagues  nation- 
wide. He  and  Athletic  Director  John  Swofford 
devised  a  plan  to  commit  $1  million  in  post-sea- 
son athletics  revenues  over  five  years  to  under- 
gird  academic  programs.  Such  athletic  support 
for  academics  is  rare  among  U.S.  colleges  and 
universities. 

Named  in  a  1986  study  as  one  of  the  nation's 
100  most  effective  university  presidents,  Hardin 
has  contributed  to  several  international  and 
national  education-related  organizations.  He  has 
been  a  co-chairman  of  the  Japan-U.S.  Conference 
of  University  Presidents,  as  well  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Higher  Education  in  New  Jersey  and 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  Association 
of  Independent  Colleges  and  Universities. 
Nominated  by  students  on  his  own  campus, 
Hardin  in  1993  was  named  an  honorary  member 
of  the  Golden  Key  National  Honor  Society, 
which  helps  academically  gifted  students  gain 
recognition  and  leadership  experience. 

The  chancellor,  whose  name  appears  in  Who's 
Who  in  American  Education,  twice  has  served  as 
president  of  the  National  Association  of  Schools 
and  Colleges  of  the  United  Methodist  Church, 
and  has  chaired  the  National  Commission  on 
United  Methodist  Higher  Education. 


The  study  of  law  has  guided  Hardin's  career. 
After  earning  Phi  Beta  Kappa  honors  and  an 
undergraduate  degree  from  Duke  in  1952,  Hardin 
entered  Duke  law  school,  where  he  edited  the 
law  review  and  graduated  first  in  his  class.  He 
served  two  years  in  the  U.S.  Army,  then  practiced 
law  in  Alabama  before  returning  to  Duke  in  1958 
to  teach  law  for  a  decade.  He  is  a  professor  of  law 
at  Carolina. 

Hardin  vigorously  practices  the  community 
service  he  advocates.  Shortly  after  arriving  in 
Chapel  Hill,  he  and  then  Mayor  Jonathan  Howes 
created  the  CCC  (Coordination  and  Consultation 
Committee)  to  strengthen  relations  between  the 
University,  Chapel  Hill,  Carrboro,  and  Orange 
County.  He  serves  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Chapel  Hill-Carrboro  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  as  vice  president  of  the  Public 
Private  Partnership,  as  a  member  of  the  Greater 
Triangle  Regional  Council,  and  belongs  to  the 
Chapel  Hill  Rotary  Club  and  the  University 
United  Methodist  Church. 

Hardin  campaigned  for  mayor  of  Durham  in 
1967  and  served  as  the  second  chairman  of 
Durham's  Human  Relations  Committee,  which 
compelled  city  officials  to  integrate  its  movie  the- 
aters. He  is  a  former  member  of  the  Duke  Board 
of  Trustees. 

Hardin,  who  was  born  in  Charlotte,  and  his 
wife,  Barbara,  call  several  places  in  North 
Carolina  home  because  they  were  children  of 
Methodist  ministers.  The  Hardins  have  three 
children:  Paul  Russell  Hardin  of  Atlanta,  Ga., 
Sandra  Mikush  of  Winston-Salem,  and  Dorothy 
Holmes  of  Birmingham,  Mich.  The  chancellor  is 
the  son  of  Bishop  Paul  Hardin,  Jr.,  of  Asheville 
and  the  late  Dorothy  Reel  Hardin. 
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ew  scientists  have  enjoyed  the  satis- 
^  faction  of  watching  their  research 
lead  to  a  repeated  and  successful 
deciphering  of  the  causes  of  diseases.  Francis 
Collins,  as  perhaps  the  pioneering  geneticist  of 
his  time,  is  one  who  has.  Introducing  the  gene- 
finding  method  known  as  "positional  cloning," 
now  employed  by  scientists  throughout  the 
world,  he  concentrates  on  inheritance  patterns  of 
certain  diseases  within  families  in  order  to  locate 
elusive  and  dysfunctional  genes.  The  results  have 
been  astonishing!  Working  with  a  team  of  scien- 
tists in  Toronto  in  1989,  he  identified  the  gene, 
defects  in  which  result  in  cystic  fibrosis.  He  also 
helped  to  discover  the  gene  that  causes  neurofi- 
bromatosis, a  nerve  disorder  that  leads  to  disfig- 
uring and  symptomatic  cutaneous  and  internal 
tumors.  More  recently,  he  was  a  part  of  the  team 
that  identified  the  gene  responsible  for 
Huntington's  Disease.  From  these  discoveries, 
earlier  and  more  accurate  diagnoses  are  now 
being  established,  and  new  therapies  are  being 
pursued. 

In  1993,  he  was  named  Director  of  the 
National  Center  for  Human  Genome  Research 
in  the  National  Institutes  of  Health.  The  multi- 
billion  dollar  Human  Genome  Project  has  estab- 
lished for  itself  the  daunting  goal  of  identifying 
by  the  year  2005  all  the  100,000  genes  in  the 
human  body.  Despite  the  success  that  he  has 
enjoyed  in  the  basic  science  laboratory,  Francis 
Collins  has  remained  a  physician  at  heart.  He  has 
always  enjoyed  the  close  personal  relationship 
between  physician  and  patient.  Twice  in  the  past 


few  years,  he  traveled  to  Nigeria  where  he  spent 
several  weeks  working  as  a  physician  in  a  small 
missionary  hospital. 

While  completing  his  doctoral  dissertation  in 
physical  chemistry,  he  enrolled  in  the  School  of 
Medicine  at  The  University  of  North  Carolina 
at  Chapel  Hill.  A  three-week  course  on  medical 
genetics  captured  his  interest  and  redirected  his 
goals  toward  a  concentration  in  the  study  of 
genetics.  After  completing  his  M.D.  here  in 
1977,  he  remained  another  four  years  in  the 
School  of  Medicine  as  Intern,  Assistant  Resident, 
and  Chief  Resident. 

When  not  engaged  in  the  laboratory  or  travel- 
ing on  behalf  of  his  research,  he  relaxes  with  an 
acoustic  guitar  or  a  sojourn  on  his  Honda 
Nighthawk  750  motorcycle. 

His  exploration  of  chromosome  mapping  and 
DNA  sequencing  has  already  dramatically 
altered  our  understanding  of  human  genes  and 
their  influence  upon  diseases  long  considered 
unconquerable.  Overseeing  the  deciphering  of 
the  complete  genetic  script  in  human  cells,  as 
well  as  measuring  the  ethical,  legal,  and  social 
implications  of  such  discoveries,  he  is  now  turn- 
ing his  attention  to  the  identification  of  the 
genes  responsible  for  breast  cancer  and  adult 
leukemia.  His  discoveries  are  radically  enhancing 
our  knowledge  of  the  human  body,  its  care  and 
preservation.  For  his  commitment  to  that  high 
endeavor,  this  University  takes  special  pride  in 
bestowing  upon  Francis  Collins  this  honorary 
Doctor  of  Science  degree. 
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an  Blue  is  now  serving  his  second 
term  as  Speaker  of  the  North 
Carolina  House  of 
Representatives.  He  is  the  first  African-American 
and  the  second  youngest  person  to  serve  in  that 
high  office.  Upon  assuming  office  as  Speaker,  he 
led  a  turbulent  1991  session  when  budget  short- 
ages were  in  excess  of  $1  billion  and  legislators 
were  called  upon  to  cut  expenditures  and  raise 
taxes.  In  1 992 ,  he  successfully  led  a  move  to  enact 
workplace  safety  laws  in  the  aftermath  of  the  fire 
and  loss  of  life  at  a  poultry  plant  in  Hamlet, 
North  Carolina. 

A  graduate  of  North  Carolina  Central 
University  and  Duke  University  School  of  Law, 
he  later  joined  in  forming  his  own  law  firm  in 
Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 

Elected  as  Wake  County  representative  to  the 
North  Carolina  House  of  Representatives  in 
1980,  he  has  since  been  reelected  six  times.  The 
nonpartisan  North  Carolina  Center  for  Public 
Policy  has  rated  his  effectiveness  as  a  legislator  as 
#30  (of  120)  in  1981;  #6  in  1989;  and,  since  his 
election  as  Speaker,  #1. 


He  is  the  recipient  of  the  Robert  F.  Kennedy- 
Jacob  Javits  Award  for  State  Advocate  of  the  Year 
in  1993.  This  award  is  given  by  the  National 
Congress  for  Community  Economic 
Development.  He  also  received  the  Leadership 
Award  from  the  National  Association  for  Equal 
Opportunity  in  Higher  Education  in  1993  and 
was  a  recipient  of  the  National  4-H  Alumni 
Recognition  award  in  1991. 

In  remarks  presented  on  the  occasion  of  the 
Bicentennial  of  the  Bill  of  Rights  in  1991,  Dan 
Blue  spoke  of  the  fact  that  Americans  seem  to  be 
losing  faith  in  constitutional  government.  He 
called  for  a  new  revolution,  "a  revolution  of 
thinking  .  .  .  that  brings  us  together  as  communi- 
ties, and  neighbors,  and  friends.  That  revolution 
should  be  based  on  .  .  .  the  need  for  all  of  us  to 
participate  in  our  government  and  to  make  sure  it 
works  the  way  we  designed  it."  As  one  whose 
tireless  efforts  have  helped  to  assure  that  govern- 
ment works  the  way  we  have  designed  it,  this 
University  hails  a  leader  in  the  often  tangled, 
always  challenging,  processes  of  modern  govern- 
ment by  conferring  upon  Daniel  T.  Blue,  Jr.,  this 
honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree. 
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lmost  single-handedly,  Ken 
Burns's  documentary  films  of 
American  history  and  culture 


have  redefined  the  medium  of  filmmaking  and 
raised  it  to  a  new  level  of  art.  Perhaps  his  most 
acclaimed  achievement  is  the  series  "The  Civil 
War,"  for  which  he  was  director,  producer,  co- 
writer,  chief  cinematographer,  music  director, 
and  executive  producer.  When  the  series  was  first 
aired  on  public  television  in  1990,  it  attracted  an 
audience  of  40  million  viewers  and  went  on  to 
receive  two  Emmy  Awards,  two  Grammy 
Awards,  Producer  of  the  Year  Award  from  the 
Producer's  Guild,  the  People's  Choice  Award, 
the  Peabody  Award,  the  Du  Pont  Columbia 
Award,  the  D.  W.  Griffith  Award,  and  the 
Lincoln  Prize. 

His  other  documentary  films  have  also  earned 
wide  acclaim.  "Brooklyn  Bridge"  and  "The 
Statue  of  Liberty"  were  nominated  for  Academy 
Awards,  but  each  of  his  productions  has  earned  a 
long  succession  of  prizes  and  approval:  "The 
Shakers:  Hands  to  Work,  Hearts  to  God";  "Huey 
Long";  "The  Congress:  The  History  and 
Promise  of  Representative  Government"; 


"Thomas  Hart  Benton";  "Lindbergh";  and 
"Empire  of  the  Air:  The  Men  Who  Made  Radio." 
Ken  Burns's  "Baseball,"  a  nine-part  series  on  the 
history  of  the  national  pastime,  is  now  complete 
and  will  be  aired  later  this  year. 

A  graduate  of  Hampshire  College,  he  has 
received  honorary  degrees  from  Dartmouth 
College,  Amherst  College,  Bowdoin  College,  the 
University  of  Delaware,  Case  Western  Reserve 
University,  and  other  institutions.  In  1991,  Ken 
Burns  announced  his  decision  to  donate  his 
papers  and  working  materials  to  the  Southern 
Historical  Collection  at  The  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.  He  completed  the  initial 
transfers  in  1993. 

Speaking  of  his  ambition  as  a  filmmaker,  he  has 
said,  "I  started  off  my  career  wanting  to  be  the 
next  John  Ford.  I  was  particularly  drawn  to  the 
way  his  films  seemed  not  just  to  retell  but  essen- 
tially to  be  American  stories."  The  work  of  Ken 
Burns  is  indeed  embodying  stories  of  America  at 
the  highest  level  of  documentary  journalism  and 
art.  For  his  creative  innovations  as  historian,  film- 
maker, and  artist,  the  University  takes  profound 
pleasure  in  conferring  upon  him  this  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Letters.

iblical  scholar,  teacher,  translator, 
builder  of  bridges  among  religious 
denominations,  and  distinguished 
academic  administrator,  Walter  Harrelson  has, 
like  the  Old  Testament  prophets  he  knows  so 
well,  been  a  clarion  voice  for  the  understanding 
of  religion  in  the  modern  world.  His  career  was 
crowned  in  1990  with  the  publication  of  the  New 
Revised  Standard  Version  of  the  Bible:  he  served  as 
a  member  of  the  Translation  Committee  from 
1976  and  as  its  Vice  Chair  from  1979.  He 
recently  co-authored  an  account  of  this  work  in  a 
book  called  The  Making  of  the  New  Revised 
Standard  Version  of  the  Bible. 

A  native  of  Winnabow,  North  Carolina,  he 
served  in  the  United  States  Navy  from  1941  to 
1945  and  then  completed  his  B.A.  degree  at  this 
University  in  1947.  He  went  on  to  receive  his 
Doctor  of  Theology  degree  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary.  He  arrived  at  the 
University  of  Chicago  in  1955  as  Dean  of  the 
School  of  Divinity,  an  office  he  held  for  five 
years.  In  1960,  he  moved  to  Vanderbilt 
University  as  Professor  of  Old  Testament,  going 
on  to  serve  as  Dean  of  the  Divinity  School  from 
1967  to  1975  and  Distinguished  Professor  of 
Hebrew  Bible  from  1975  until  his  retirement  in 
1990.  Today  he  is  Director  of  the  Lilly  Ministry 
Project  at  Vanderbilt  Divinity  School. 

On  leave  from  Vanderbilt,  he  became  Rector 
of  the  Ecumenical  Institute  for  Advanced 


Theological  Studies  in  Jerusalem  from  1977  to 
1978  and  then  a  member  of  its  Advisory  Council 
from  1980  to  1984.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Dead  Sea  Scrolls  Foundation  since  1991  and  has 
worked  with  special  interest  on  manuscript 
sources  long  hidden  in  Ethiopian  monasteries. 

His  published  scholarship  represents  an  equally 
wide  range  of  interests.  Among  his  distinguished 
works  are  From  Fertility  Cult  to  Worship  (1969), 
The  Ten  Commandments  and  Human  Rights  (1980), 
and,  co-authored  with  Rabbi  Randall  M.  Falk, 
Jews  and  Christians:  A  Troubled  Family  (1990). 
Since  1991,  he  has  been  Associate  Editor  of  the 
forthcoming  Mercer  Bible  Commentary. 

Walter  Harrelson  is  one  of  the  organizers  of 
the  United  States  Holocaust  Memorial  Museum 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  and  a  member  of  its 
Church  Relations  Committee. 

In  the  Preface  to  a  festschrift  prepared  in  his 
honor  in  1989,  the  editors  cite  a  quality  underly- 
ing his  work  that  "no  one  who  knows  him  can 
have  missed  ...  his  resolute  call ...  for  the  dis- 
banding of  oppressive  structures  of  whatever 
kind."  For  a  distinguished  career  dedicated  to 
overcoming  such  structures  by  casting  a  lamp  of 
understanding  upon  ancient  religious  texts  and 
channeling  that  light  toward  modern  interfaith 
dialogue,  this  University  is  pleased  to  confer  this 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Letters  upon 
Walter  Harrelson. 
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It  is  fitting  that,  at  the  conclusion  of  its 
Bicentennial  Observance,  this  University 
should  recognize  the  individual  who  has 
surely  made  the  single-greatest  contribution  to  the 
study  and  appreciation  of  art  on  this  campus. 
Arriving  in  1959,  Joseph  Sloane  became  Chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Art  and  Director  of  the 
William  Hayes  Ackland  Memorial  Art  Center.  He 
held  both  positions  for  the  next  nineteen  years.  He 
was  named  Alumni  Distinguished  Professor  in  1963. 
He  transformed  a  small  undergraduate  art  depart- 
ment into  a  major  center  for  graduate  studies  in 
both  art  history  and  studio  art.  He  vigorously  led  the 
movement  that  culminated  in  the  construction  of 
the  Hanes  Art  Center;  the  library  in  that  building  is 
named  in  his  honor.  Under  the  guidance  of  his  dis- 
cerning eye,  the  collection  of  art  gathered  in  the 
Ackland  Art  Museum  evolved  into  one  of  the  most 
distinguished  among  American  university  museums. 

Joseph  Sloane  was  a  Lieutenant  Commander  in 
the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  in  the  Pacific 
Theater  during  World  War  II.  His  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
Master  of  Fine  Arts,  and  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
degrees  are  all  from  Princeton  University.  From 
Princeton  he  went  on  to  appointments  at  Rutgers 
University  and  Bryn  Mawr  College  before  moving 
to  Chapel  Hill.  In  1951  his  seminal  book,  French 
Painting  between  the  Past  and  the  Present,  was  pub- 
lished by  the  Princeton  University  Press;  in  1973  it 
was  reissued  in  paperback.  This  groundbreaking 


work  brought  art  criticism  to  bear  on  major  issues  of 
art  history  and  profoundly  changed  the  study  of 
French  nineteenth-century  painting  as  a  result. 

Joseph  Sloane  was  an  active  advocate  of  the  arts  at 
the  local,  state,  and  national  levels.  He  was  a  trustee 
of  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  Art  from  1962  to 
1983  and  past  president  of  the  North  Carolina  State 
Art  Society.  He  has  served  as  the  president  of  the 
College  Art  Association  of  America  and  is  an 
Honorary  Life  Member  of  the  Association  of  Art 
Museum  Directors.  In  1993,  he  was  given  the 
Southeastern  College  Art  Conference  President's 
Award.  A  painting  by  Henri  "Douanier"  Rousseau 
was  acquired  in  his  honor  by  the  Ackland  Art 
Museum  and  another  by  Georgia  O'Keefe  was  given 
to  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  Art  in  his  name 
by  the  North  Carolina  Art  Society.  He  was  present- 
ed the  Thomas  Jefferson  Award  by  this  University  in 
1976. 

An  erudite  scholar  and  a  gifted  teacher;  a  gently 
persuasive  departmental  leader;  an  able  and  ener- 
getic museum  director;  a  visionary  whose  goals  came 
to  fruition  by  steady  day-to-day  nurturing;  and 
above  all,  a  man  passionately  dedicated  to  the  social 
and  personal  values  of  art,  Joseph  Sloane  leaves  a 
unique  legacy  of  devotion  and  service.  This 
University  summons  him  here  today  for  signal 
recognition  with  this  honorary  Doctor  of  Letters 
degree. 
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Jane  Richardson,  in  collaboration  with  her 
husband  David  Richardson  and  other  scien- 
tists, has  designed  a  number  of  artificial 
proteins.  Her  work  has  been  widely  acclaimed  for 
the  amino  acid  composition  of  real  proteins  in  these 
designs.  Her  research  has  moved  the  world  of  sci- 
ence dramatically  closer  to  an  understanding  of  how 
proteins  "fold,"  or  arrange  themselves,  into  their 
various  functions  in  nature.  She  began  her  career  as 
a  crystallographer  that  led,  in  turn,  to  her  discovery 
of  the  three-dimensional  structure  of  real  proteins. 
As  a  protein  scientist,  she  also  has  brought  her  artis- 
tic skill  to  the  design  and  drawing  of  protein  shapes. 
These  renderings  have  been  reproduced  widely  in 
textbooks  and  other  scientific  literature. 

A  graduate  of  Swarthmore  College  and  Harvard 
University,  Jane  Richardson  is  today  James  B.  Duke 
Professor  of  Biochemistry  at  Duke  University. 
Having  worked  as  a  Technical  Assistant  in  the 


Department  of  Chemistry  at  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology  and  General  Physical  Scientist  at  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health,  she  arrived  at  Duke  in 
1970.  She  is  author  of  more  than  forty  scholarly 
publications.  She  has  been  elected  a  member  of  the 
National  Academy  of  Sciences  and  named  one  of  the 
prestigious  MacArthur  Fellows. 

The  Sterling  Professor  of  Molecular  Biophysics 
and  Biochemistry  at  Yale  University,  Frederic  M. 
Richards,  has  written  that  "in  the  area  of  analysis 
and  codification  of  protein  structures,  she  is  today 
without  peer.  Her  body  of  work  represents  a  major 
contribution  to  our  understanding  of  protein  struc- 
ture and  function."  For  a  career  that  has  led  to 
groundbreaking  discoveries  in  structural  biology, 
The  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill 
proudly  salutes  Jane  S.  Richardson  with  this  honorary 
Doctor  of  Science  degree. 
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Charles  Kuralt,  fanner  CBS  newsman  and  one  of  Carolina 's 
most  beloved  alumni  to  the  Kenan  Stadiinn  Convocation:  "I  speak 
for  all  of  its  who  could  not  afford  to  go  to  Duke, "  Kuralt  said.

Tar  Heel 
basketball  coach  Dean  Smith 
presented  an  authentic  sapling 
from  the  legendary  Davie 
Poplar  tree  to  a  public  school 
student  from  each  of  North 
Carolina's  100  counties.  Anne 
Repp,  event  coordinator  said, 
"The  children  loved  being  on 
campus,  meeting  Dean  Smith, 
and  organizing  their  own  plant- 
ing  ceremonies  back  home 
with  their  classmates."  One  boy  wrote  an  essay  about 
the  tree.  "If  I  were  Davie  Poplar,  I'd  be  big  and 
strong,"  he  said,  "but  I  could  not  play  ball  and  I  could 
not  talk  to  girls." 

The  UNC  Bicentennial  Commemorative  Suite, 
written  by  distinguished  alumnus  and  Broadway 
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composer  Richard  Adler,  premiered  during  the 
Opening  Ceremonies.  The  critically  acclaimed  con- 
cert launched  the  Bicentennial  Performing  Arts 
Series,  celebrating  art  and  cul- 
ture in  North  Carolina.  On 
February  4  and  5,  Bland 
Simpson  and  Jack  Herrick  of  the 
famous  Red  Clay  Ramblers  pre- 
sented their  new  musical,  Tar 
Heel  Voices,  which  took  audi- 
ences on  a  delightful  and  irrev- 
erent romp  through  Carolina's 
storied  past.  The  series  concluded 
on  April  16  with  Dance  Carolina!,  an  evening  spot- 
lighting noted  North  Carolina  companies  and  chore- 
ographers such  as  Jack  Arnold,  Chuck  Davis,  and 
Jane  Comfort. 

The  Bicentennial  Observance  teamed  up  with 
nationally  acclaimed  artists,  including  North 
Carolina's  favorite  son,  Bob  Timberlake,  to  illustrate 
five  U.S.  postal  cachets  (envelopes)  and  a  postal 
card.

Carolina  artists  Maud  Gatewood 
and  David  Stone;  Dallas,  Texas, 
illustrator  Bart  Forbes;  and 
Washington,  D.C.,  muralist  Allen 
(Big  Al)  Carter.  Big  Al  worked 
with  twenty-five  students  to  cre- 
ate a  thirty-foot  mural  depicting 
the  student  Bicentennial  theme  of 
community.  This  bold,  vibrant 
mural  can  be  seen  adjacent  to 
the  Frank  Porter  Graham  Student  Union  Auditorium.

The 
Bicentennial  Lecture 
Series  was  launched  by 
Li  Lu,  deputy  leader  of 
the  1989  Tiananmen 
Square  Demonstrations, 
who  described  of

worth  living."  In 
November,  Cornel  West,  author  of  the  best-seller  Race 
Matters,  visited  campus  and  addressed  the  issue  of  citizen- 
ship, emphasizing  that  the  most  important  role  of  educa- 
tion is  "to  keep  alive  the  art  of  public  conversation."  The 
series  also  included  Elie  Wiesel,  winner  of  the  Nobel  Peace 
Prize;  Stephen  J.  Gould,  scientist  and  philosopher;  Wilma 
Mankiller,  chief  of  the  Cherokee  Nations;  and  Marion 
Wright  Eddleman,  director,  Children's  Defense  Fund.

1776  Approximately  five  months  after  the  signing  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence,  the  first  constitution 
of  the  state  of  North  Carolina  calls  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  public  university. 

1 789  The  N.C.  General  Assembly  charters  a  degree- 
conferring  university  and  establishes  a  Board  of 
Trustees  with  40  members  to  oversee  that  institution. 
On  Dec.  21,  the  University  acquires  its  first  piece  of  sci- 
entific equipment,  a  compass. 

1 792  A  site  for  the  University  is  chosen,  near  New 
Hope  Chapel  in  Orange  County. 

1793  The  Board  of  Trustees  authorizes  construction 
of  die  first  President's  House  on  the  site  where  Swain 
Hall  stands  today.  The  cornerstone  is  laid  for  Old 
East,  the  first  state  university  building  in  the  United 
States,  on  Oct.  12. 

1 795  The  University  opens  for  operation  on  Jan.  1 5 
and  becomes  the  nation's  first  state  university.  Feb.  12 
marks  the  arrival  of  the  first  student  at  Carolina. 
According  to  legend,  Hinton  James  of  New  Hanover 
County  (Wilmington)  walks  to  Chapel  Hill  to  enroll 
as  its  first  student.  The  Debating  Society  forms,  fol- 
lowed by  the  Concord  Society.  Soon  renamed 
Dialectic  and  Philanthropic  Societies  and  modeled 
after  the  Whig  Society  at  Princeton,  these  are  the  old- 
est student  organizations  on  campus. 

1 797  Enrollment  at  the  University  reaches  about 
100  students. 

1 798  Builders  lay  the  cornerstone  of  Main  (South) 
Building.  The  University  holds  its  first  commence- 
ment exercises  at  which  diplomas  are  granted  and 
seven  young  men  graduate  on  July  4. 

1804  Joseph  Caldwell  is  named  the  first  president  of 
the  University. 

1812  Robert  Hett  Chapman  becomes  University 
president. 

1816  Joseph  Caldwell  again  becomes  University 
president. 

1818  James  K.  Polk,  who  will  become  president  of 
the  U.S.,  graduates  from  UNO  The  first  documenta- 
tion of  the  "Old  Poplar"  (Davie  Poplar)  in  a 
University  report.

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As  Carolina  moves  into  its  third- 
century,  the  entire  campus  will 
benefit  fi-om  the  Bicentennial 
Campaign  for  Carolina,  the 
University  s  first  comprehensive 
find-raising  campaign.  With 
solicitation  not  scheduled  to  end 
until  June  1995,  alumni  and 
friends  already  have  given  or 
pledged  more  than  $330  million. 

To  capitalize  on  the  campaign  s 
momentum  and  to  continue  to 
meet  the  University  s  needs,  the 
campaign  s  thirty-seven-member 
steering  committee  raised  the  goal 
from  $320  to  $400  million  in 
December  1993.  In  a  concentrated 
effort  volunteers  are  conducting  a 
series  of  regional  mini-campaigns 
throughout  North  Carolina  and 
the  East  Coast. 

The  campaign  has  already 
increased  the  University  s  endow- 
ment by  $59  million  in  gifs  paid 
and  another  $47  million  pledged. 
The  broadest  measure  of  the 
University  s  endowment  is  $450 
million,  which  includes  the 
University  s  own  endowment 
funds  and  those  held  by  the  sixteen 
foundations  associated  with  the 
University. 

Approximately  580  new 
endowed  finds  have  been  created  to 
benefit  nearly  every  area  of  the 
University. 


Seventy-two  distinguished  Carolina  teachers  and  scholars  participated  in 
the  Bicentennial  Speakers  for  North  Carolina,  traveling  to  communities 
throughout  the  state  to  speak  about  challenging  issues  of  today  and  tomor- 
row. Nearly  200  speeches  were  delivered  at  civic  clubs,  public  schools,  and 
professional  association  meetings  —  with  topics  ranging  from  genetics  to 
jazz.  Professor  Richard  Beckman,  whose  lecture  was  entitled  "A  Photographic 
Wildlife  Journey  Across  America,"  wrote  of  his  experience,  "I  have  wonderful 
memories  from  towns  like  Kannapolis,  Little  Washington,  and  Spindale, 
and  a  great  sense  of  pride  in  the  Bicentennial  Speakers  Bureau.  I  have 
learned  more  than  I  have  taught,  and  have  been  moved  by  the  love  people 
have  for  their  University." 

Not  only  did  the  speakers  bureau  take  the  University  on  the  road,  but 
the  University  invited  citizens  of  North  Carolina  to  campus  for  Carolina 
Saturday,  April  9.  A  breathtaking  schedule  offered  more  than  140  events. 
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classroom,  a  "stupendous"  physics  show,  a  health  and  fit- 
ness tair,  horse  and  buggy  tours  of  campus,  Renaissance 
music,  readings  by  Southern  authors,  and  a  symphonic  band 
concert  on  the  quad. 

Several  years  ago,  after  a  long  and  arduous  planning 
meeting,  one  committee  member  said,  "Thank  goodness  we 
only  have  to  do  this  once  every  200  years!"  The  Bicentennial 
Observance  could  never  live  up  to  the  extraordinary 
achievements  and  successes  of  the  University.  The  goal  from 
the  beginning  was  to  capture  as  much  as  possible  of  the 
spirit  that  has  sustained  this  place  on  the  hill  for  200  years, 
champion  the  themes  that  have  guided  it,  explore  the  chal- 
lenges that  face  it,  and  to 
salute  the  people  of 
North  Carolina  who  have 
built  and  nurtured  it.

1819  Denison  Olmsted  publishes  Outlines  of  the 
Lectures  on  Chemistry,  Mineralogy,  and  Geology  Delivered 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  and  William  A.  M. 
Hooper  publishes  A  Short  System  of  Latin  Prosody: 
Containing  All  the  Necessary  Rides  and  Directions  for 
Scanning  Hexameter  Verse,  and  Horace's  Lyrics,  With 
Ease  and  Advantage  are  the  first  books  published  by 
UNC  faculty. 

1824  Professor  Caldwell  travels  to  Europe  to  obtain 
books  for  the  library  and  scientific  equipment.  The 
astronomical  instruments  he  buys  in  London  become 
the  basis  of  an  observatory.  Professor  Nicholas  M. 
Hentz  publishes  a  series  of  papers  on  spiders,  the 
beginning  of  scientific  research  conducted  at  the 
University. 

1831  Construction  of  the  Observatory  is  completed,  the 
first  erected  for  any  college  in  America.  Although  the 
building  is  destroyed  by  fire  in  1 838,  a  new  observatory  is 
built  shortly  thereafter. 

1835  David  Swain  becomes  University  president 
Elisha  Mitchell  measures  a  peak  in  the  Black  Mountains 
of  Yancey  County  and  finds  it  to  be  almost  250  feet 
taller  than  New  Hampshire's  Mount  Washington, 
which  until  then  was  thought  to  be  the  highest  peak  on 
the  American  Continent  east  of  the  Rockies. 

1843  The  Alumni  Association  forms  on  May  31. 

1844  President  David  L.  Swain  organizes  the 
Historical  Society  of  North  Carolina,  beginning  an 
extensive  collection  of  North  Caroliniana  that  will  serve 
as  the  foundation  of  both  the  present-day  North 
Carolina  Collection  and  the  Southern  Historical 
Collection. 

1847  U.S.  President  James  K.  Polk  attends  com- 
mencement. 

1849  Kemp  Plummer  Battle  graduates.  He  will  be 
president  of  the  University,  1 876- 1 89 1 . 

1858  Enrollment  reaches  456  students,  the  peak  prior 
to  the  Civil  War.  Only  Yale  University  has  a  greater 
enrollment  than  UNC. 

1860  The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association 
(YMCA)  organizes  on  campus. 

1861  Civil  War  begins. 

1 862  The  student  body  dwindles  to  seventy  because 
large  numbers  of  students  volunteer  for  service  and  the 
Confederate  government  initiates  the  draft. 

1865  4,000  Union  cavalry  under  command  of 
General  Smith  Atkins  arrive  in  Chapel  Hill  and  occu- 
py the  town.  Union  troops  allegedly  keep  their  horses 
in  the  library,  Old  West,  and  South  Building. 
President  Swain's  daughter  Eleanor  marries  General 
Atkins,  causing  a  scandal. 

1867  U.S.  President  Andrew  Johnson  attends  com- 
mencement and  is  initiated  into  the  Dialectic  Society.

1871  The  Board  of  Trustees,  responding  to  the  precipi- 
tous decline  of  the  University  during  Reconstruction, 
closes  its  doors. 

1875  The  state  legislature  passes  a  bill  enabling  the 
University  to  reopen,  on  Sept.  15,  following 
Reconstruction.  The  University  reopens  thanks  in 
large  part  to  the  efforts  of  Cornelia  Spencer.  She 
climbs  the  bell  tower  of  South  Building  to  ring  the 
bell,  notifying  Chapel  Hill  of  the  good  news. 

1876  Albert  Ledoux  is  appointed  head  of  the 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station.  Ledoux,  who  holds  a 
Ph.D.  from  Gottingen  University  in  Germany,  is  the 
first  faculty  member  to  have  a  doctorate. 

1877  The  University  announces  that  it  will  begin 
conferring  graduate  degrees  up  to  and  including  doc- 
torates. Women  first  enroll  as  University  students  in 
the  summer  school  for  teacher  training.  At  the 
request  of  President  Battle,  the  University  Executive 
Committee  establishes  Oct.  12  as  a  perpetual  holiday 
to  commemorate  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  of  Old 
East  on  that  day  in  1793. 

1879  Charles  Force  Deems  establishes  the  Deems  Fund 
in  memory  of  his  son.  It  is  the  first  scholarship  fund  for 
needy  students  at  the  University.  The  University's 
Executive  Committee  establishes  the  School  of  Medicine 
under  Dr.  Thomas  W.  Harris  on  Feb.  12. 

1883  The  University  grants  its  first  Ph.D.  to 
William  Battle  Phillips  and  its  first  earned  M.A.  to 
Henry  Horace  Williams. 

1886  The  Dialectic  and  Philanthropic  Societies  com- 
bine their  library  collections  with  the  University 
Library  holdings,  creating  UNC's  first  centralized 
library. 

1888  UNC  and  Wake  Forest  square  off  in 
Carolina's  first  intercollegiate  football  game  on  Oct. 
1 8.  Wake  Forest  wins  6-4. 

1891  George  Taylor  Winston  succeeds  Kemp  P. 
Battle  as  president  of  the  University.  The  University 
has  an  enrollment  of  only  200  students  when  President 
Winston  takes  office.  John  Motley  Morehead  gradu- 
ates. He  later  cofounds  Union  Carbide  and  makes 
many  gifts  to  the  University,  including  the  Morehead 
Planetarium  and  the  Morehead  Scholarship  program. 

1893  Calcium  carbide  made  by  former  student  John 
Modey  Morehead  is  identified  by  Professor  Francis 
Preston  Venable  and  his  students,  William  Rand 
Kenan,  Jr.,  and  Thomas  Clarke.  They  discover  a  new 
and  inexpensive  method  of  producing  acetylene  by 
using  calcium  carbide,  which  lays  the  foundation  for 
the  Union  Carbide  Company. 

1895  The  University  confers  upon  Cornelia  Spencer 
the  honorary  degree  of  LL.D.,  the  first  such  distinction 
for  a  woman  at  the  University.

1896  President  Winston  resigns  and  is  succeeded  by 
Edwin  A.  Alderman.  At  the  beginning  of  Alderman's 
administration,  the  University  has  only  sixteen  faculty 
members. 

1897  The  Board  of  Trustees  passes  an  ordinance 
authorizing  admission  of  women  to  postgraduate 
work  at  the  University.  University  president 
Alderman  decides  to  replace  the  ramshackle  shelter 
over  the  school  well.  His  design  for  the  new  shelter 
will  become  the  symbol  of  the  University,  affection- 
ately known  as  the  "Old  Well." 

1898  Sallie  Walker  Stockard  becomes  the  first 
woman  to  receive  an  earned  degree  from  The 
University  of  North  Carolina. 

1 900  President  Alderman  resigns  to  become  presi- 
dent of  Tulane  University,  and  he  is  succeeded  by 
Francis  P.  Venable,  a  professor  of  chemistry  since 
1880. 

1 901  President  Venable  establishes  the  College  of 
Liberal  Arts  as  the  first  distinct  school  within  the 
University.  Louis  Round  Wilson  begins  to  organize 
the  North  Carolina  materials  into  a  special  depart- 
ment of  the  library.  In  1917  Mary  Lindsay  Thornton 
is  appointed  the  first  librarian  of  the  North  Carolina 
Collection. 

1903  The  M.D.  degree  is  conferred  for  the  first  time 
in  the  University's  history.  It  is  awarded  to  four  stu- 
dents on  May  7.  UNC  establishes  a  Graduate 
Department  and  appoints  Charles  Alonso  Smith  as 
the  first  dean.  William  C.  Coker  begins  designing 
UNC's  first  campus  garden,  now  known  as  the  Coker 
Arboretum.  Henry  R.  Totten  develops  a  drug  garden 
to  teach  students  about  medicinal  plants. 

1 904  James  Horner  Winston  becomes  the 
University's  first  Rhodes  Scholar.  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
organizes  a  chapter  on  campus  to  enrich  academics. 

1905  Francis  P.  Venable,  UNC  president,  becomes 
the  first  UNC  faculty  member  elected  to  the 
American  Philosophical  Society.  Venable  is  best 
known  for  his  research  on  zirconium,  an  element 
found  in  the  Western  part  of  the  state. 

1907  The  Carnegie  Library  opens,  a  gift  from 
industrialist  Andrew  Carnegie.  It  later  becomes  Hill 
Hall  and  houses  the  music  department. 

1908  William  C.  Coker  founds  the  UNC 
Herbarium,  a  collection  of  pressed,  dried,  and  mount- 
ed plant  specimens.  Designated  a  national  resource 
center  in  1974,  the  Herbarium  is  now  the  preeminent 
national  collection  documenting  the  flora  of  the 
Southeastern  United  States. 

1 91 1  Archibald  Henderson,  professor  of  mathemat- 
ics, publishes  George  Bernard  Shaw:  His  Life  and  Works, 
A  Critical  Biography,  the  first  of  three  authorized  bio- 
graphies of  Shaw.  Henderson's  volumes  on  Shaw  have 
been  described  as  "highpoints  in  the  art  of  biography."

The  Flag  for  the  Third  Century, 
presented  today  to  Chancellor  Paul 
Hardin  by  the  students,  commem- 
orates the  Bicentennial 
Observance  through  its  design. 
The  flag  incorporates  the  the?ne 
for  the  Bicentennial  year  — 
"First  in  the  Nation  "  —  along 
with  the  official  University  seal. 
The  middle  snipe  of  the  flag 
includes  the  symbol  of  a  torch, 
which  served  as  the  logo  for  the 
Bicentennial  Class  of 1994.  The 
image  unites  the  classic  notions  of 
light  and  liberty  and  the  passing  of 
the  torch  of  leadership  and  knowl- 
edge. Its  handle  consists  of  three 
bars,  each  representing  a  century 
of  public  higher  education. 

Kevin  Moran,  chairman  of  the 
Student  Bicentennial  Planning 
Committee,  will  present  the  flag. 
UNC-Chapel  Hill  Professor  of 
Sociology,  Peter  Uhlenburg,  his 
wife  Pam,  and  ten  of  their  four- 
teen children  will  assist  in  the  pre- 
sentation. The  Uhlenburgs"1 
remarkable  family,  comprised  of 
members  from  very  different 
backgrounds,  represents  the  quali- 
ties of  diversity,  community,  love, 
devotion,  and  sacrifice  —  ideals 
which  the  University  proudly 
honors  today  as  it  enters  its  third 
centmy. 


1912  William  deBerniere  MacNider  begins  publishing  results  of  his  laboratory 
research:  that  Bright's  disease  could  be  prevented  or  remedied  by  administering  an 
alkali  (such  as  sodium  bicarbonate).  MacNider's  work  furnishes  the  basis  for  the  French 
and  British  armies'  medical  treatment  of  soldiers  during  World  War  I  and  saves  thou- 
sands of  lives. 

1914  Edward  Kidder  Graham  becomes  University  president.  Austrian  archduke  Franz 
Ferdinand  assassinated  by  a  Serbian,  beginning  World  War  I. 

1915  Former  U.S.  president  William  Howard  Taft  delivers  the  first  Weil  Lecture  on 
American  Citizenship,  established  by  the  families  of  Henry  and  Sol  Weil. 

1918  President  Edward  K.  Graham  dies  during  an  influenza  epidemic.  He  is  replaced 
by  acting  president  Marvin  H.  Stacy.  Frederick  H.  Koch  founds  the  Carolina 
Playmakers,  which  becomes  nationally  recognized  for  the  promotion  of  native  play- 
writing,  especially  regional  and  folk  drama. 

1 91 9  Harry  Woodburn  Chase  becomes  University  president. 

1 920  Howard  Odum  arrives  at  the  University  and  launches  the  Sociology 
Department  and  the  School  of  Public  Welfare.  On  Jan.  28,  the  University  establishes  a 
publishing  body,  the  University  of  North  Carolina  Press,  the  first  university  press  in 
the  South.  It  begins  operation  in  1922.  Thomas  Wolfe  graduates  from  the  University. 

1922  UNC  becomes  the  25  th  member  of  the  Association  of  American  Universities, 
an  organization  of  U.S.  and  Canadian  institutions  achieving  distinction  in  graduate 
study  and  research. 

1 923  UNC  Press  publishes  its  first  book,  The  Saprolegniaceae,  with  Notes  on  Other 
Water  Molds,  by  William  C.  Coker. 

1  924  UNC  founds  the  Institute  for  Research  in  Social  Science  (IRSS)  with  Howard 
W.  Odum  as  director.  The  first  institute  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  IRSS  has  been  a 
model  for  social  science  research  institutes  ever  since. 

1 925  Smith  Hall,  now  called  Playmakers  Theatre,  becomes  the  first  state  university 
building  dedicated  to  the  creation  of  native  dramatic  art  through  the  American  folk 
play. 

1926  William  Rand  Kenan,  Jr.,  announces  his  gift  to  the  University  of  a  sports  stadi- 
um, to  become  Kenan  Memorial  Stadium,  on  Nov.  13. 

1 927  Paul  Green,  professor  of  philosophy  and  later  professor  of  dramatic  art,  wins  the 
Pulitzer  Prize  for  Drama.  Susan  Grey  Akers  publishes  Simple  Library  Cataloging,  which 
goes  through  five  editions  and  is  translated  into  four  foreign  languages. 

1 929  The  new  University  Library  (now  Wilson  Library)  is  completed  and  dedicated 
on  Oct.  1 9.  New  York  Stock  Market  crashes;  Great  Depression  beings.  Thomas  Wolfe 
publishes  Look  Homeward  Angel.  Guy  B.Johnson  publishes  John  Henry:  Tracking  Down 
a  Negro  Legend.  A  painstaking  survey  of  over  30  versions  of  the  ballad,  it  describes  how 
the  original  story  evolved  into  myth  and  aptly  demonstrates  the  subtleties  and  complex- 
ities of  black  folk  culture. 

1 930  Frank  Porter  Graham  becomes  University  president. 

1  931  The  Morehead-Patterson  Memorial  Bell  Tower  rings  for  the  first  time.  Donated 
by  John  Motley  Morehead  and  Rufus  Lenoir  Patterson,  it  is  dedicated  on  Nov.  26. 
Albert  and  Gladys  Coates  found  the  Institute  of  Government. 

1937  University  professor  Paul  Green  initiates  the  first  outdoor  drama  in  the  United 
States,  The  Lost  Colony,  in  Manteo,  N.C. 

1938  U.S.  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  speaks  at  Woollen  Gym  on  Dec.  5  and 
receives  an  honorary  LL.D.  degree. 

1940  William  deBerniere  MacNider  is  the  first  UNC  faculty  member  to  be  elected  a 
Fellow  of  the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

1 942  The  Institute  of  Government  becomes  a  University  agency.

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1948  UNC  trustees  approve  the  establishment  of  a  Division 
of  Medical  Sciences  and  Services  to  administer  and  coordinate 
the  work  of  the  North  Carolina  Memorial  Hospital  and  the 
Schools  of  Medicine,  Public  Health,  Dentistry,  Nursing,  and 
Pharmacy.  Later,  its  name  is  changed  to  the  Division  of  Health 
Affairs. 

1951  The  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  directs  the  University  to 
admit  black  students  to  its  Law  School  on  June  6.  That  sum- 
mer, four  black  students  attend  and  begin  racial  integration  at 
the  University. 

1952  N.C.  Memorial  Hospital  opens  as  a  university-related 
teaching  hospital. 

1 953  Robert  Langdell,  Robert  Wagner,  and  Kenneth  M. 
Brinkhous  develop  the  partial  thromboplastin  time  test,  a  one- 
stage  procedure  that  detects  the  presence  of  blood  clotting  dis- 
orders. 

1 955  In  response  to  a  federal  court  order,  the  University 
admits  black  undergraduate  students.  President  Gordon  Gray 
resigns. 

1 956  William  C.  Friday  becomes  University  president. 

1957  The  University  basketball  team  wins  the  NCAA  champi- 
onship under  Coach  Frank  McGuire.  William  B.  Aycock 
becomes  chancellor. 

1 958  The  Ackland  Art  Museum  opens,  dedicated  to  acquiring, 
studying,  and  exhibiting  art  from  a  variety  of  cultures. 

1961  U.S.  President  John  F.  Kennedy  speaks  at  Kenan 
Stadium  and  receives  an  honorary  degree.  Basketball  Coach 
Frank  McGuire  is  replaced  by  an  assistant,  Dean  Smith. 

1 963  The  North  Carolina  General  Assembly  passes  the 
Speaker  Ban  Law,  which  forbids  Communists  or  suspected 
Communists  from  speaking  on  publicly  funded  campuses.  The 
state  legislature  renames  the  state-supported  educational  insti- 
tutions that  make  up  the  University  of  North  Carolina. 
Hereafter,  the  campus  at  Chapel  Hill  is  known  as  The 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill. 

1 966  J.  Carlyle  Sitterson  succeeds  William  B.  Aycock  as  chan- 
cellor. The  Carolina  Population  Center  is  established  to  coor- 
dinate a  University-wide  program  in  population  and  to  facilitate 
interdisciplinary  research  and  training. 

1967  The  Black  Student  Movement  forms. 

1 968  Arthur  C.  Stern,  known  to  colleagues  worldwide  as  "Mr. 
Air  Pollution  Control,"  comes  to  UNC-Chapel  Hill,  where  he 
builds  one  of  the  largest  and  most  prestigious  air  pollution  and 
industrial  hygiene  programs  in  the  nation. 

1969  Blyden  Jackson  becomes  the  first  black  full  professor  at 
UNC-Chapel  Hill.  Food  service  workers  at  the  University  go 
on  strike  in  an  effort  to  win  better  working  conditions  and 
higher  wages. 

1 972  Ferebee  Taylor  becomes  chancellor.  George  A. 
Kennedy  of  Classics  publishes  The  Art  of  Rhetoric  in  the  Roman 
World,  300B.C.-A.D.  300. 

1 974  The  University  library  acquires  its  two  millionth  book. 


1 975  Karen  Stevenson  becomes  the  first  black  woman  to 
receive  a  Morehead  Scholarship.  Four  years  later,  in  1 979,  she 
becomes  the  first  black  woman  in  the  U.S.  to  receive  a  Rhodes 
Scholarship.  The  University  patents  the  Hulka  clip,  developed 
byjaroslav  Hulka.  This  device  has  been  used  safely  and  effec- 
tively to  sterilize  millions  of  women  in  the  United  States  and 
abroad. 

I  976  Blyden  Jackson  publishes  The  Waiting  Years:  Essays  on 
American  Negro  Literature. 

1 977  Jane  English  of  Philosophy  publishes  Sex  Equality,  a 
collection  of  feminist  essays  aimed  at  philosophers. 

1 979  Women  now  outnumber  men  on  the  Carolina  campus. 

1 980  Christopher  C.  Fordham  III  becomes  chancellor. 

1 983  William  Leuchtenburg  of  History  publishes  In  the 
Shadow  of  FDR:  From  Harry  Truman  to  Ronald  Reagan,  which 
runs  through  six  editions. 

1984  Walter  Royal  Davis  Library  opens  on  Feb  7.  It  is  for- 
mally dedicated  on  April  27,  1985. 

1985  Medicine's  Joseph  Pagano,  John  Sixbey,  Nancy  Raab- 
Traub,  and  John  Nedrud  prove  that  the  Epstein-Barr  virus 
enters  the  epithelial  cells  which  line  the  throat  during  a 
mononucleosis  infection. 

1986  Barbara  S.  Hulka  of  Epidemiology  leads  a  National 
Academy  of  Sciences  study  that  highlights  the  health  problem 
of  "secondhand  smoke." 

1987  Frederick  P.  Brooks,  Jr.,  is  appointed  by  President 
Ronald  Reagan  to  serve  on  the  National  Science  Board,  the 
governing  body  of  the  National  Science  Foundation. 

1 988  Paul  Hardin  becomes  chancellor. 

1  989  Doris  W.  Betts  of  English  receives  the  Award  of  Merit 
Medal  for  the  Short  Story  from  the  American  Academy  and 
Institute  of  Arts  and  Letters.  Amir  Rezvani  of  the  Skipper 
Bowles  Center  for  Alcohol  Studies  discovers  that  a  strain  of 
rat,  which  voluntarily  drinks  alcohol,  can  aid  in  the  discovery 
of  compounds  that  reduce  alcohol  intake. 

1991  J.  Stephen  Haskill  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  and 
Albert  S.  Baldwin,  Jr.,  from  Biology,  isolate,  clone,  and 
describe  I  kappa  B,  a  gene  which  apparently  enables  the  body 
to  control  inflammation  and  might  also  play  a  key  role  in  con- 
trolling the  reproduction  of  viruses. 

1  992  Researchers  from  Medicine  and  Pathology  —  Beverly 
H.  Koller,  John  N.  Snouwaert,  Nadia  N.  Malouf,  Richard 
Boucher,  Jr.,  and  Oliver  Smithies  —  develop  a  strain  of  mice 
with  cystic  fibrosis.  The  existence  of  an  animal  model  will 
enable  researchers  to  test  new  therapies  for  cystic  fibrosis. 
Margaret  Blanchard  of  Journalism  and  Mass  Communication 
publishes  Revolutionary  Sparks:  Freedom  of  Expression  in  Modern 
America,  which  is  nominated  for  a  Pulitzer  Prize. 

1 993  Bicentennial  Observance  celebrates  200  years  of 
University  history  since  the  cornerstone  of  Old  East  was  laid. 
The  men's  basketball  and  women's  soccer  teams  win  national 
championships.

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The  following  information,  condensed  from  An  Academic  Costume 
Code  and  Ceremony  Guide  and  prepared  by  the  American  Council  on 
Education,  may  be  helpful  in  identifying  the  costumes  in  the  Academic 
Procession. 


During  today's  ceremony,  Class  of  1994  marshals  holding  signs  representing 
each  degree  program  will  lead  candidates  for  graduation  to  their  seats.  The 
following  list  explains  the  abbreviations  on  the  signs. 


-=\  he  history  of  academic  dress  dates  back  to  the  Middle 
Ages  in  Europe  when  scholars  at  the  oldest  universities 
were  clerics.  Capes  with  hoods  and  warm  caps  were 


needed  in  cold,  drafty  buildings.  The  desire  for  a  uniform  appearance 
("well  born,  well  turned-out,  and  somewhat  learned,"  read  one 
medieval  formula)  and  for  marks  to  distinguish  bachelors,  masters, 
and  doctors  led  to  the  development  of  today's  academic  costume. 

In  1895,  representatives  from  American  colleges  and  universities 
met  at  Columbia  University  and  fashioned  a  standard  code  of  acade- 
mic dress  for  this  country.  The  code,  although  modified  in  1959,  is 
still  used.  The  costumes,  colors,  trimmings,  and  patterns  are  tradi- 
tional, and  refer  to  the  specific  degree  and  field  of  study. 

The  bachelor's  gown,  designed  to  be  worn  closed,  has  pointed 
sleeves.  The  master's  gown,  which  may  be  worn  open  or  closed,  has 
oblong  sleeves,  open  at  the  wrist,  that  hang  nearly  to  the  ground;  the 
back  part  of  its  oblong  shape  is  square  cut,  and  the  arc  in  the  front  is 
cut  away.  The  doctor's  gown  may  be  worn  open  or  closed,  and  has 
bell-shaped  sleeves. 

Bachelors'  and  masters'  gowns  are  untrimmed.  Doctors'  gowns  are 
usually  faced  with  black  velvet,  with  three  bars  across  the  sleeves, 
although  the  color  of  the  velvet  may  vary  depending  on  the  field  of 
study.  Hoods,  which  differ  in  length  for  the  three  degrees,  are  lined 
with  official  colors  of  the  university  or  college  that  conferred  the 
degree,  usually  with  one  color  forming  a  chevron  pattern  over  the 
other.  Some  colors  you  will  see  on  faculty  and  administrators'  robes 
are:  the  crimson  of  Harvard,  the  maroon  of  Chicago,  the  light  blue 
and  white  of  North  Carolina,  the  orange  and  black  of  Princeton,  and 
the  dark  blue  of  Yale. 

Hoods  also  are  edged  and  bound  with  velvet  in  the  color  appropri- 
ate to  the  field  of  study.  You  will  see  many  hoods  in  our  procession 
edged  with  dark  blue,  for  doctor  of  philosophy  (Ph.D.).  The  colors 
in  the  hoods  and  gowns  of  faculty  represent  the  following  fields  in 
which  degrees  were  taken:

Origin  of  the 
University  Colors 

Light  blue  and  white  have  been  consid- 
ered the  University'' s  colon for more  than 
a  century.  With  the  tradition  so  firmly 
established,  a  popular  bumper  sticker 
states  that  God  must  be  a  Tar  Heel 
because  he  made  the  sky  Carolina  Blue! 

A  symbol  of  unity  among  Carolina 
students,  alumni,  and  fans,  the  school 
colors  were  first  used  around  1800  to 
distinguish  between  members  of  the 
Dialectic  and  Philanthrophic  Literary 
Societies.  Through  the  nineteenth 
century,  students  were  required  to  be 
members  of  either  the  Di  or  the  Phi. 
The  Di's  color  was  light  blue,  and  the 
Phi's  was  white. 

At  University  commencements, 
balls,  and  other  social  events,  the  student 
officials,  managers,  and  marshals  wore 
the  color  of  their  society,  blue  or  white. 
Because  the  Chief  Marshal  or  Chief 
Ball  Manager  represented  the  whole 
student  body,  not  just  his  society,  he 
wore  both  colors. 

When  the  University  fielded  its 
first  intercollegiate  athletic  teams  in 
1888,  the  question  of  what  colors  to 
wear  had  already  been  answered. 
Light  blue  and  white  had  come  to 
symbolize  membership  in  the 
University,  not  in  a  single  society.

The  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill  was  authorized  by  the 
N.C.  state  constitution  of  1716,  which 
proclaimed  that  aall  useful  learning

Carolina 's  charter  was  approved  in 
1 789,  and  the  cornerstone  of  the  first 
building,  Old  East,  was  laid  on  October 
12,  1793.

In  1795,  the  University 
opened  its  doors  to  students.
